Feed The Winter Song Birds 

A pleasant Christmastime custom of old 
world North countries is that of providing special 
treats for the winter song birds. 

Much in vogue in many parts of the nation, 
the practice is being adopted in residential neigh¬ 
borhoods where homeowners make sure that the 
songbirds are not forgotten in the swell and 
sweep of the gladsome season of goodwill. 

Sheaves of grain are set out on poles in pro¬ 
tected, backyard areas, and other Yule delicacies 
are given the song birds. 

In rural areas in particular, beribboned 
sheaves of grain on poles dot the countryside, and 
the custom is winning widespread acceptance in 
urban neighborhoods. 

Many Quad-Cityans have special feeder sta¬ 
tions for the winter birds, and are richly rewarded 
in their communion with the wintertime sojourners. 
As an added filip, special treats of grains, of suet 
and of seeds are set out at Christmastide. 

It is! a pleasant custom, and one recommend¬ 
ed to all who relish and enjoy the flash and clut¬ 
tering of the guests. 

Of course, some of the more noisome star¬ 
lings and sparrows, too, are the beneficiaries of 
the special Christmastide treats, but this is the time 
of year for giving, and they, too, may well repay 
the special outpourings of the holidays in their 
own chirpings, chitterings and hearty notes.

With the year in its final month, thoughts in¬ 
evitably turn to income taxes, because most people 
pay them on a calendar year basis.

Strict Driver License Policy 
Deserves Continued Support 

Election of Charles F. Carpentier to a third 
term as Illinois secretary of state is interesting in 
view of his stern policy of penalizing drivers whose 
arrest and accident records label them as danger¬ 
ous. Instead of losing votes from those angered by 
loss of driving privileges, he ran well ahead of all 
other candidates of his party and was the only one 
to win a state office. 

Not coincidentally, the number of fatalities 
on Illinois streets and highways has fallen in each 
of the last several years despite a rising death toll 
„ nationally. Carpentier credits a strengthened driver 
license law and his staff's efforts at “vigorous and 
fair enforcement," but also praises the coopera¬ 
tion of police throughout the state. "Our license 
law is designed to get dangerous drivers off the 
road, but it rests on the foundation of arrests for 
traffic law violations and convictions for those vio¬ 
lations," he comments. 

Criticism of the strict program is not surpris¬ 
ing, for the inconvenience of a license suspension 
or revocation is considerable. But from the stand¬ 
point of the potential victims of careless or unskill¬ 
ed driving, the state's license program and its en¬ 
forcement are deserving of continued public
